.lime  eighth  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Chambers.  The  Freshmen  contributed  some  wonderfully  sweet 
voices!

Our  Freshman  advisor  was  Miss 
Chatfield. 

It  did  not  seem  more  than  two  or  three  weeks,  (time seems  to  By  in  Drury  before  we  were  unsophis- 
ticated Sophomore-.  A-  the  second  year  of  Drury  school  life  rolled  on,  we  obtained  the  knowledge  of 
and  came  in  contact  with  the  spirit  of  the  "Dru"  which  so  mystified  us  as  Freshmen;  but  after  this 
unse<  d  spirit  had  been  described  to  us  many  times,  we  finally  discovered  what  the  upper  dassnx  □  were 
talking  about. 

Esmonde  Mahoney,  a  good  looking,  short,  but  sweet, 
young  man.  was  chosen  president;  Mary  Merrill,  a  pretty,  quiet,  young  lady,  imported  from  the  State 
of  Washington,  way  out  West,  was  vice  president;  and  Norbert  (lark,  a  young  man  who  only  attended 
school  with  us  long  enough  to  be  elected  secretary  ami  treasurer,  was  chosen  to  fulfill  that  position. 
The  Sophomore  advisor  was  well  chosen;  Mi--  Elizabeth  K.  Chatfield,  our  beautiful,  charming  head  of 
the  Commercial  Department  I  one  of  the  bn-ie-t  department-  in  the  school),  helped  US  through  our 
second  high  school  year.

James 
Fuller  was  elected  to  juggle  the  figures  and  make  reports  for  us  this  year.  Mi—  Sherman,  the  wis<  Eng- 
lish teacher  who  believes  in,  "Work  never  killed  a  man  yet,"  and  "Get  all  you  can  out  of  life,"  was  unani- 
mously elected  as  class  advisor. 

The  week's  vacation  from  May  fourth  to  May  thirteenth  marked  another  trip  for  the  Drury  Hand. 
For  a  long  time  the  members  had  been  anticipating  a  voyage  to  the  nation's  capitol,  Washington;  and 
now  their  hopes  and  wishes  had  been  granted  with  a  most  enjoyable  and  educational  trip  ever  taken 
by  Drury  students.     And  how!
